SAN Francisco, July 10.—Dispatches 
from Lewiston via Portland give de- 
tails of the envounters with the Indians 
on the $d, 4th and 5th insts., near Cot- 
tonwocd On Tuesday Colonel Whip- 
ple sent out Foster and Baird scouting 
for Ludians in the direction of General 
Howard's camp, on Salmon river. They 
had not gone far when they met three 
or four Indians, who ran them back 
towards the camp. Baird was un- 
horsed, but escaped. Foster reached 
the camp. Whipple ordered his com- 
mand in readiness t0 move, and in the 
meantime Lieut. Rains, with Foster 
and eleven men, were sent in advance 
to reconnvitre. Rains and his men 
rode over the first rise this side of Cot- 
touwood and down into a side ravine, 
where a road c:osses, before the ascent 
of Craig’s crossing and mountains, and 
were attacked before Whipp e could 
get to himafter he heard wie tiring. 
Rains aud his whole party were k lled, 
including Foster. Whipple’s command 
came forward and formed in iine of 
battle on the east side of the ravine 
and the Indians on the west, all in 
open ground, about one thousand yards 
apart, aud with only the ravine be- 
tween them. Here they remained 
menacing each other about two hours, 
until darkness came. Whipple retired 
to his camp, and the Indians p?ssed 
over to a point on Cottonwood trails to 
Craig’s crossing. No movore was done 
that night. Next morning Whipple 
with his men started this way to meet 
Col. Perry who was expected with a 
supply train from Lapwai, and kept 
out his skirmish line along the route. 
They met Col. Perry with bis train 
near Board House and escorted him to 
the camp on Cottony ood creek. Baird 
and two men arrived from Mount Ida- 
ho soon after, aud about 5 p. m. rifle 
pits were maaned and two gattlings 
placed in position. The Indians made 
several attempts to storm the rifle pits 
but were kept ata distance. About 9 
p. m. firimg ceased for the night. On 
the mourning of the 5th two couriers ar- 
rived from Howard, chased into camp 
by the Indians. Soon after the Indians 
moved their camp with about 1600 
head of stock across the prairie in the 
direction 'of the Cottenwood. 

No movement was made to intercept 
them. Soonalfter Captain Randall and 
sixteen volunteers from Mount Idaho 
appeared,about 150 Indians intercepted 
them at the junction of the Elk City 
trail with the stageroad. At thiscrisis 
they being seen from Perry’s Point, on 
the hill at the rifle pits, tie c.] ne! 
was urged to go with his troops to their 
rescwe, tO which he replied, that 1t was 
no use, they were gone and he would 
not order his men to their rescue. The 
volunteers sav that their captain see~ 
ing his position,ordered them to charge 
and break the line of the Indians, dash 
over toward the creek and bottom, dis- 
mount and return the Indiao fire and 
hold their position partly under the 
cover of a small hill until the 
force at Cotttanwood could reach 
them. Yhe command was no 
sooner given than Capt.  Ran- 
dall and his sixteen made charge, 
broke through the Indians’ Jine, reach- 
ed the position named, dismounted 
and returued the fire. In the charge 
Capt. R .ndall was mortally wounded, 
Benj Evans killed, and three of the 
others wounded. They fought there 
for nearly an hour, and kept the Indi- 
ans at bav. In :bouta half an bour 
alter it was known that the Indians 
had the volunteers in a tig.t place, 
Col. Perry gave orders fur filly men to 
yo to tbeir relief. lt was quickly 
obeyed,and they were relieved in about 
oue hour after the charge. No pursuit 
of the Indians was ordered, but a re 
treat was made to camp and no pursui 
had been made. 

It is evident that volunteer cavalry 
in iarge force ought to be put in the 
field te reinforce Gen.Howard and stop 
this uprising before it assumes. larger 
and more delinite proportions. Sucha 
force under his command will do work 
They anow the country and the In- 
dians. The alarm spreads disaster 
through the whole upper country, 
which must soon bring distieas on im~ 
migrants. There is imminent danger 
along the border pow that business 
will be suddenly para)yzed.

Tre Tu ks Secare Communicaiion 
With Kars—The sassians Capture 
firmnova—Other Movements 


Lonpon, July 10.—The town of 
Varna,of the Turkish quad? illatera), was 
declared in a state of siege on Sunday. 
Turkish men-of-war are cruising about 
the mouth of the Danube, seeking an 
entrance. Torpedo seekers are driving 
a thriving business. Prince Tcherkos- 
ski has been sent in all haste to Tirn- 
Ova, probebly to establish the provis- 
ional government of Bulguria. 

Officis! dispatches report that the 
Russian cavalry has reached Drenova, 
south of Tirnova; they have also march- 
ed eastward on the road towards Os- 
man Bezar. The wounded are mainly 
arrivirg at Bucharest from Simnitza. 
The Turkish troops intended to guard 
the Greek frontier,have moved towards 
Bulgaria, Mukhtar Pasha telegraphs 

but there are no Russians between us 
and Kars. Communication is 80 open 
that the English attaches Captains Mc- 
Calmont and Trotter have to-daytridden 
into the tortress. 

A dis} atch from Paris to the Times 
says intelligence received here states 
that twenty five Servian deputies of 
the extreme left resigned their seats in 
the skuptschina because the address of 
the house, in reply to Prince Milan’s 
speech, was not framed in accordance 
with the views of the minority. The 
resignations render a qcrorum impos- 
sible. Elections to fill the vacancies 
will be heid immediately. 

Vice Admiral Hornby, commanding 
the British fleet in Besika bay, bas ar- 
rived in Constan'inople, and wiil have 
an audience with tne sultan. 

The Daily Telegraph’s correspondent 
with the rurkish headquarters in Asia, 
estimates Muhktar Pasha’s force at 28.- 
000 men. 

The Telegraph’s Vienna dispatch 
says that Genera! Skobeletf, the hero 
of Khokand, is badly wounded, and is 
likely to lose an arm and a foot. 

New York, July 10.—A cable dis- 
petch says that the Russians occupied 
Tirnova after a severe conflict. The 
Turks opposed the invaders with thei: 
charac eristic stubbornness, but the 
Russian cavalry behaved splendidly 
during the fight and the Turks were 
compelled to evacuate the town.

SnuMLA, July 10.—The Russians have 
advanced as far as Monastir, in the 
direction of and about twenty-five 
miles southwest of Rustchuk. A battle 
is belieyed imminent in this direct’on. 
The Russian Jetachments are marching 
upon selva and Pieveua, which are 
unfortified, and have burned four vil- 
lages between these points. The bom- 
bardment of Rustchuk from Slobosia 
has ceased for fourdays. It is believed 
the Russians’ will endeavor to take 
siege guns across the Danube at Sistova 
for the siege of Rustchuk. 

Turkish accounts charge the Russians 
with ruthless devastation in Buigania, 
and murders and outrages against the 
mussulmans.

One of the gen.tiemen re- 
ferred to, who occupies a very promi- 
nent position in the civil service, re- 
marked to-day that the action of the 
cabinet in directing that Mexican 
marauders shall be fu lowed across the 
frontier was taken after the most ma- 
ture deliberation as to its results, and 
was based un the unanimous convic 
tion of the cabinet that in no other 
way can our border be effectually pro- 
tected.

It is rumored that the pope intends 
testifying his appreciation. oi Mrs. 
Sherman’s zea), in raising up the larg- 
est subscription sent by the Catholics 
of any one nation in honor of his jubi- 
lee, by presenting her with the guiden 
rose, with which only sovereigns, 
churches, or cities have been honored 
heretofofe. Indeed, it is said that only 
three times has Pius IX. given this 
honorable symbul to anyone. One of 
the three he has so hcnored is Maria 
Teresa, formerly queen of Naples, te 
whom he gave it as a testimony of his 
appreciation of the kindness and 
affection with which she and her royal 
consort, Ferdinand, received hum 
at (vaeta, when he fled from Rome, in 
1848. Tne Empress Eugenie received 
the second, and Elizabeth, empress of 
Austria, the third. 

The rose is made of gold of the 
purest quality and fashioned by a 
skillful artist. The fourth Sunday in 
Lent is set apart for the blessings of the 
Golden Rose by the sovereign pontiff, 
who sends it to a prince, princess, 
cburch or city, as a pledge of his pa- 
ternal affection. It aeems as far back 
as the eleventh and twelfth centuries 
the popes used to carry a golden rose 
when walking in prucession on Laetare 
Sunday, but antiquarians do not agree 
as to itsorigin.

The money markets of the old world 
were excited on Saturday last by re- 
ports of the death of his holiness. He 
is fuil of years and infirmities, but the 
reports had no foundation whatever.

sound. His legs are weak, but never- 
theless he continues to celebrate mass 
every day, standing, and there is no 
apparent danger of his death. Pope 
Benedict XIV and Pius VII. toward the 
close of their lives said mass sitting, in 
consequence of their infirmities. Pio 
Nono, however, resolutely refuses to 
fullow their example, and performs the 
sacred office in a standing posiure. 
He does not do it 80 
early as formerly, however, seven 
o’clock a. m. being the hour originally; 
and he now celebrates mass at eight 
o’clock. On Saturday and Sundav last 
the pope gaye thirty audiences, which 
is clear proof of his strength and vigor; 
but stil’ he is now so old, and has 
suffered so much illness of late, that 
the catastrophe of his death may occur 
alany moment. —

Attention-was called to the fact that 
Tue ATLANTA OoNSTITUTION is now 
publisbing an ag icultural department, 
edited by W. Malcom Johnson, secre- 
tarv of the state agricultural society ; 
and that the weekly edition of that 
paper fully meets the wants of the far- 
mers for an agricultural jourral. The 
members of the society were urged to 
subseribe toit. The secretary stated 
thathe had promised this papera com- 
munication from our society from time 
to time, and asked the members to co- 
operate with him and assist him in 
p ocuring subscribers, as well as to give 
him reports of crops, ete., so as make 
these reports inthis paper interesting 
to our farmers. 

The following reports of the result of 
experiments with seeds, received by 
the society from the agricultural de- 
partment at Washington, D. C., were 
made, to-wit: 

Mr. F. S. Roberts received 
quarts of Shoemaker 
which he says: 

“My opinion is that itis an excellent 
variety ot wheat for this country. It is 
as red as a fox’s tail, the chaff, head 
and all; itis not bearded. I sowed the 
four quarts on a poor piece of ground, 
on which I put about 20 bushels of 
cotton seed to the acre, | sowed it late 
in November; piowed it in in the usual 
way. The yield is very fine, which I 
will report at next meeting. 

“T also received 3 or 4 packages of 
garden seedin March last, amongst 
which was a package of long green 
cucumbers, which are very fine,and are 
vieldi: g very abundantly.” 

Mr. F. B Hodges, received 1 quartof 
red rust proof oats last fall, and says: 

“T sowed them some time in Dec m, 
ber last, on a piece of thin land with. 
out manuring. I sowed them ona 
part of field that was particularly 
affected by treezing weather, which 
killed them ont pretty badly; also the 
rabbits ate them, who seemed to feed 
nearly altogether on that part of field. 
I made from the quart a large shock of 
a dozen bundles, which threshed out a 
little fess than half a bushel. I will 
test them on bottom land next year 
and give them a good trial. 

“T also received a package of Boston 
green cucumbers, which are very fine.”’ 

Mr. Renben Buffington received a 
quart sack of white rye which he says 
will excel anything that has ever been 
seen in this country. He thinks the 
quart will vield a bushei or more. 

Hon. John @. MeCurry received a 
package of garden seed called “ Kale” 
a d says: 

“ihis wasa refused package given 
out atthe distribution that no one 
seemed to want; I took it home*and 
s)»wed it about.ihe tume I sowed tar. 
nips lust fai; itis a delicious green, 
and I tell’vou all it is the best thing I 
have ever seen for winter salad, that 
has ever been in this country ; it is 
very hardy and easy to cultivate, be 
sidéy yielding very abundantly, and in 
eet te is tender and therefore geis 
d.n@ very quickty. 

“I received four vther packages of 
garden seeds and sowed them. 4 tried 
my best to iorget the names of them, as 
they were worthless, aud I have sue- 
ceeded 

“I received a package of cucumber 
seed, that were very fine,” 

Distributed thirty packages of turnip 
seed, consisting cf four varieties, re- 
ceived from Washington, D. C.,amongst 
members of society, that were preseut.

Since 1870, there has been an increase 
of cotton, bringing it up to t'!.e years 
before the war, but not up to the 
amount ‘produced per capita.

Not 
because the south makes too much 
cotton or the west too much. grain, or 
the north and east too little meat and 
bread, but because the labor of the 
south has been destroyed. With an 
increased population we can hardly 
live on what we .nake, much less have 
asurplus asin ante bellum times, to 
purchase the grain of the west and the 
mechanical productions of the east. 
Hence all of these commodities have 
zone down and the whole country is 
suffering and will continue to suffer as 
a consequence.

FISH PONDS, 

Agricultural Editor Constitution: As I 
see the discussion of fisn ponds ts in 
order, I desire to present a case. I have 
a pond of about four acres, in the form 
of a basin. Water supplied by small 
springs mn the pond, and the accumu- 
lation of surface water wh ch falls upon 
abou. fifteen acres of land. Depth of 
water three to six (3-to 6) feet. The 
outlet to this pond is a ditch, and the 
pond has at one time been cultivated. 

In March, 1874, I stopped the ditch 
apd allowed the pond to fill up with 
water. The ditch was running at the 
time, and I saw quitea number of min 
nowsit; lthought mostly “star heads.” 
I then put in suckers, trout, redeye 
bream and all the varieties of pearch ; 
tnis was my first stock, but recently | 
find the variety increased by cat and 
pike—minnows supposed to be origi- 
nally in the pond. There are a good 
many fish and some fine ones, mostly 
trout. 

l am not satisfied with the stock and 
have decided to dry the pond and re- 
stock. 

One friend for whose opinion I have 
great respect, advises meto put in 
bream only. 

Dr. J. 8S. Lavender, who, I think is 
entitied to the reputation of being one 
of the most practical men in Georgia, 
says, “stock entirely with chubs.”’ 

Col. Young a fish culturistof Youngs 
boro, Alabama, says, put in such va 
rieties as “agree well together.” I am 
writing this artiéie with the view ol! 
eliciting information and not criticism. 

It occurs to me, however, that if we 
could find such fish as are not cannibal! 
in their nature, nor will eat the eggs of 
each other, and would “agree well to- 
gether,” that something might be gain- 
ed by variety, and this is the informa- 
tion I wish to attain on this subject. 
My pon: will not justify the expenses 
of excavating the bottom, and incu:ring 
a great many other: expenses, that 
those more favorably situated can af- 
ford. The water is usually clear, and 
the adjacent lands are not tilled. I 
could not afford to carry off all my sur- 
face water, by hill side ditches, 

am to some extent de- 
pendent on that for my supply of 
water; but would not a ditch cut all 
aroune the pond a few feet from the 
water's edge, with the dirt all thrown 
on the upper side, and the water per- 
culating through the ditch’s bank, act 
as a protection against the muddy 
water flowing directly into the pond’ 
lt is ala said, stock a pond as vou will, 
other varieties of fish will find their 
way into it, and that, too, when ther 
is no water Communication from either 
side. This is said t» be dune by the 
cranes and other pond birds. Dues 
anybody know this? It is my purpose 
to dry and restock my pond, and before 
proceeding further I wish all the light 
I can get; besides I haveseveral friends 
who are similarly situated. 

Will those who have experienc? give 
it to us through Tuer Constitution?

OF THE 


MEMBERS OF THE CONSTITUTIONAL CONVENTION, 


“<9 JUSTIN’ B. HEATH, SEVENTEENTH DISTRICT. 


Justin B. Heath, one of the youngest members of the Conven- 
tion, was born in Burke county, on the 16th of September, 18406. 
His father was prominent in the politics of the district, and ropes 
sented his county in the Legislature of 1840--'42. 

The subject of this sketch was not afforded very wide Luce” 
tional advantages. He attended a county school about two years, 
and completed his subsequent studies by his own exertions. When 
only twenty-two years old he was elected . Justice of the Peace. 
Since that time he has not entered any political contest until his 
canvass for the Convention. 

On the goth of May, 1867, he married- Miss Mary Rowse. 
is now a prosperous farmer in his native county. 

Mr. Heath's army record is admirable. He entered regular ser- 
vice when only sixteen years old, and was at once chosen First 
Lieutenant Company D, Twenty-sevegjh Georgia Battalion. He 
served with distinction upon the coast of Georgia and through the 
campaigns of the Carolinas until Johnston's surrender. at Greens- 
boro. He has, in politics, always been a Democrat. He is ex- 
ceedingly popular in his- county and district, and is regarded as 
one of the staunch men of that portion of Georgia.

DUNCAN F. McCRIMMON, FOURTEENTH DISTRICT. 


Duncan Frank’ McCrimmon’ was born in Montgomery county, 
Ga., May 15, 1838. His father was one of the earliest settlers of 
the county, and represented it several times in both branches of the 
Legislature. He was one of the most successful farmers in the sec- 
tion. Young McCrimmon was educated in the schools of Mont- 
gomery county, and there laid the foundation of a solid course of 
study, which he has since pursued. Early in life he choose medi- 
cine as his profession. He graduated-at the Savannah Medical Col- 
lege in 1860, and located in Wilcox county, where he has since 
- practiced his profession. In addition to professional duties, he cul- 
tivates a model farm, which is much admired. When the war came 
on he generously devoted his time and skill, free of charge, to the 
dependent and suffering families, and thus worked with heart and 
hand all through the struggle. 

On the 7th of April, 1864, he married Miss Rebecca Wilcox, of 
Irwin county. 

Before his recent election he never held an office, as he devoted 
himself strictly to his profession. In politics he is a conservative 
Democrat. He is well informed on public questions, and is fully 
alive to all that affects the welfare of his native State.

A. W. HOLCOMBE, THIRTY-NINTH DISTRICT, 

Addison Warren Holcombe was born in South Carolina on the 
23d day of May, 1817. He married Miss Mary C. Benson, his 
present wife, in 1835, in Anderson district. He is the son of Wil- 
liam Holcombe, formerly of Greenville district, S. C. 

Col. A. W. Holcombe, at an early age, left his father, and be- 
fore. he was fourteen years of age, commenced life for himself. 
He was educated in the ‘‘old field’’ schools of Greenville, S. C., 
and when quite young he came to Jefferson, Jackson county, Ga., 
where he was apprenticed as a tanner, and became very proficient 
in his trade. . 

He returned to South Carolia and was for several years a citl- 
zen there. He was elected and served for ten years as Colone! of 
one of the finest regiments of cavalry in the State of South Caro 
lina. He removed to Georgia in the spring of 1850, and has ever 
since been a citizen of this State. Hejis now a leading farmer in 
Milton county, on the Chattahoochee River. 

He represented the Thirty-ninth District in the Convention of 
1868, and made a reputation in that body that made him lasting 
friends among the prominent men in this State. He was bold 
and fearless in the defense of his people and their rights. He was 
elected to the Senate from the Thirty-ninth District in 1868, and 
served in that body for two years. He was an eloquent member 
of this body in the days that required men of nerve to meet the 
issues of the day. He endeared himself to his people by his vig. 
orous attacks on the corruption of that day, and when the call for 
the present Convention was submitted to the people, the peopie of 
his district insisted on his being a delegate, contrary to his ex 
pressed wish, and he was elected without serious opposition by a 
very flattering vote. He was an old line Whig in 1840, and has 
since been a strong Democrat. 

JONATHAN D. KNIGHT, SIXTH DISTRICT. 

Sghathan David Knight, of Berrien county, was born on the 2d 
di ay of April, 1840, in ‘what was then Lowndes county. Heisthe 
S6n_of Hon. Levy J. Knight, who represented the: county of 
l.owndes in the Legislature from 1835 to 1854. 

He entered the army with the second company from his county 
on July 28, 1861, in the Twenty-ninth Georgia Reg ment. He was 
elected Second Lieutenant after two months service ‘as a private, 
and was, on the reorganization of the regiment in 1862, elected 
First Lieutenant, and soon afterwards was made Captain. He 
served with this rank in all the severe campaigns in the West, and 
was among the few were not disabled when this gallant regiment 
returned home at the close of the war. 

He taught school before the war, but held no civil office. After 
the war he was elected to the Convention of 1865, and in 1872 
was elected to the Senate from the Sixth District and served four 
years.

Mr. John C. Dell married Miss F. C. Sharpe. He was educated 
at Emory College, Oxford, Ga. During the war he was in the 
Twenty-fifth Georgia Regiment, and was afterwards transferred to 
other departments in the army where he rendered efficient service. 
He was Solicitor General of the County Court of Screven county 
in 1866 and 1867. He was a member of the Legislature from the 
Same county in 1871 and 1872, and was re-elected to the session of 
1873 and 1874. He isa lawyer in good practice, and has always 
been a leading Democrat in his district. He is popular in his county, 
and a man who thoroughly acquaints himself with any subject he 
has to deal with. 

JAMES L. SEWARI), SEVENTH DISTRICT. 

James Lendsey Seward, one of the most prominent members of 
this Convention, was born in Dublin, Laurens county, Georgia, on 
the 30th October, 1814. His father moved from South Carolina, and 
settled in Laurens county. His parents were from Ireland. Col. 
Seward has been one of the most prominent politicians in his part 
of the State. Many of our citizens can well remember the famous 
campaign in the First District, when he ran against Mr. Barton in 
1853. It was an exciting campaign, and resulted in the eiection 
of Col. Seward, and he was re-elected twice—serving three succes.

He first commenced his political life in 1837, having been elected 
to the Legislature from Thomas county, where he now resides, in 
that year, and served for twenty. years at different times in chat 
body.

STRICT POLICY 

recently adopted by the city police authorities 
relative violation of the Sabbath by retail 
ing various articleson thatday. Last Sunday, 
as usual, a uumber of small fruit stores and 
other establishments were open Mopday morn- 
ing all the proprietors of such 
establishments were served With notices 
te come up and see the recorder about the 
matter ‘The conseqnence was a big rush of 
parties and spectafSrs at the court yesterday 
morniag and the eneuance of a lively scene. 
Most of th persors accuset.of violations of the 
law were represented by attorgdeys; and several 
able arguments were mede before his honor, 
Ouly turee or four of the accused were 
fined, as this was the first 
time the others bad appeared charged with the 
offense The recorder, however, said that here-~ 
ai he would not be so lenient, but would see 
to a strict enforcement of the penalty oi the 
law. Some how the matter has uot been ro 
thorough! investigated for some Liine past, and 
many of tho e accused really supporel they had 
infriuged upon no law, but were merely exer- 
cising their rights as merch ants 

We are informed by Col. L P. Thomas, our 
efficient chief of police, that h.reaftera clo.e 
waich will be kept and ali violations of Sunday 
laws will be reported and cases made against 
parties so offending. For some time pastit has 
been customary for drug stores to sell soda water 
on the sabbath as wellas medicines, but we 
learn that this will be 

STRICTLY FORBIDDEN 
in the future, and all the fouuts In the city will 
be closed on Sundays 

A distinction, however, which is necessary 
will be made. It is held by the recorder that 
keepers of restaurants, who have their regular 
boarders can sell oa Sunday anything in their 
line, even to cigars and ice cream, as they held 
a license forso doing. The law, however, will be 
euforced upon those who do not keep a pubic 
restaurant or sell necessities, but vend articles 
of }uxury on the Sabbath. Of couise the regu: 
lar trade of druggist will not be interrupted. 

Col Thomas eels that the law is plain and that 
he is bound to actaccording to its letter and 
manifest spirit. This strict enforcement will 
break up a large traffic which has sprung up in 
the indulgence of the past, and whose destruc- 
tion may be considered a hardship by some, 
However if the law plainly forbids all the acts 
of which complaint is made, the police author- 
ities are doing only their duty when they inter, 
fure in What has become a Custom.
